NEW SUGAR 
REGULATIONS 
ISSUED BY BD. 


Jse of More Than Two Pounds 
for Every 90 Meals Served 
.. in Restaurants Barred. .... 


OTTAWA, Sept. 3.—New regulation 
governing the use of sugar in public 
eating places and by manufacturers 
have been announced by the Canada 
Food Board and are embodied in an 
order, which has just been signed by 
the chairman, Henry B. Thompson. 

The new restrictions which, with the 
exceptions specified below, are now 
effective, pro) ibit the use of more than 
two pounds of sugar for every ninety 
meals served in public eating houses, 
except in the case of boda fountains or 
ice cream parlors. The use of sugar in 
the latter is already under regulation, 
and, in addition, after September 30, 
such establishments will not be per- 
mitted to use more than 25 per cent, of 
the available amount of sugar used 
during the year 1917. 

Manufacturers of pound cake, layer 
cake, wine cake, sponge or any like 
product must not use more than forty 
pounds of sugar to one hundred pounds 
fof flour and of this amount fifty per 
cent, must be yellow or brown sugar 
In the manufacture of sweet goods, 
and pastry, only eight pounds of sugar 
(half of which must be or 
brown) may legally be used to ons 
hundred pounds of flour, Not more 
than forty per cent, of sugar may be 
used in the manufacture of cocoanut 
macaroons or fancy almond maca- 
roons. Not more than ten pounds of 
sugar may be used to 60 pounds of 
marshmallow, In the manufacture of 
bread and bread rolls, only one-half 
pound of sugar may be used to one 
hundred pounds of flour and all of this 
amount must be yellow or brown.

It is estimated that there are 
from 159,000 to 200,000 Czecho-Slovaks 
in Russia and Siberia. These, with the 
aid of such military assistance as is 
being furnished by the United States 
and the Allies and the large numbers 
of Russians whom they may attach, 
are expected to successfully combat 
Gertnan and Austrian aggression in the 
east.

MUSKEG GIVES | 
CLEW TO DEATH | 
OF MISSING MEN 


Skeltons of Two Men Discovered | 
in Muskeg North of Lacla_ | 
Biche 


After lying for about two years in| 
a muskeg between Lac la Biche and 
ort McMurray, the bodies of Conrad 
Kiapinski and Roy Morrison, have 
been found, identified and a coroner's) 
inquest held, which brought in a ver- 
dict of wilful murder by the act of 
Julius Desjerlies, a half-breed of the 
Lae la Biche district 

The two men, who were trappers, 
avere last seen in Mayeriber, 1916.) 
Since that time all trace of them had! 
been lost until two weeks ago, when! 
Constable Matheson, of the provincial 
police, stationed at Lac la Biche, and 
a party of Indians came across the 
skeletons of two men in a muskeg) 
about half way between Lac la Biche 
and Fort McMurray. ‘There was no- 
thing but the bones left and a few 
pieces of clothing scattered around, by 
means of which Mrs. Rapinski, the 
mother of Conrad Rapinski, was able 
to identify the two men, 

tn the skull of one of the men the 
police discovered a bullet hole and 
the skeleton of the other man showed 
evidences of foul play. 

The police have reached the con- 
clusion that the two men were murd- 
ered and dragged to the muskeg and 
buried there, 

The caroner’s inquest was held at 
Lac la Biche by Dr. Braithwaite. 

The man mentioned as the murder- 
or is Julius Desjerlies, who eseaped 
from Fort Saskatchewan a mtnth or 
so ago. He had been serving a term 
there for housebreaking. He has been 
identified with the murder, says the 
provinglal poliee, through a suit of 
clothes found on him, which belonged 
to one of the two murdered men, The 
mother of Rapinski identified the 
rags as part of her son's clothing 

Two years ago when the men were! 
inissing, a thorough search of the en- 


fire north country was made by the 
North-West Mounted police, It ap- 
pears that they traced them fo the} 


edge of a certain muskeg which they 
earched thoroughly, but it was not 
the one in which the skeletons were 
now found 

Conrad Rapinski's people live at st, 
Paul de Metis, and Roy Morrison had 
a homestead there, but no trace of his 
relatives has yet been found. All that 

known of him is that he came here 
from the U. 8S. A. 

Anyone knowing anything of the 
unfortunate man's relatives, should 
communicate with the provincial po- 
lice at once.

Grain Has Not Been Injured so 
Far by the Late 
Frost 


There was white frost on Saturday, 
Sunday and Monday nights, following 
the heavy rain Friday night and the} 
sharp local showers of Saturday and! 
Sunday and the threat of showers on} 
Monday. The government thermom-|! 
eter registered lowest at 47 on Satur-) 
day night, 31 on Sunday night and 38 | 
last night. Today is bright and warm| 
with clear sky and apparently settled! 
weather. It will be observed that the 
full moon had nothing to do with the 
cool d+p of Saturday night. The only 
frost in August was one degree on the) 
last night of the month. But in fact 
the thermometer does not reach its} 
lowest until after midnight so that) 
the frost line was not reached until 
Sept. ist had begun. 

In a few instances potato tops show 
the effects of frost, without being ser-| 
jously damaged, Grain has not been 
injured so far as heard from. Har- 
vest is very far advanced. Over half 
the crop in the Edmonton district has 
been cut. This includes nearly all! 
the wheat. A large part of the crop! 
oats which was 
sown for green feed, but has come on 
s0 well that it is heing allowed the op- 
portunity to ripen. The great varia- 
tion in the dates of ripening has made 


possible the greatest economy in| 
labor, | 
A considerable amount of wheat! 
j 


was cut green for feed after the frost. 
it is now a question how far the de- 
ciston to cut at that time was justi-| 
fled. Many wheat fields that were! 
considered as being a total loss at the! 
time of the frost will yield a fair crop. | 
Certain of the heads were in a condi-| 
tion to be injured and certain others! 
were not. Those that were not in-| 
jured have filled and ripened splend-| 
idly, while those that were injured 
have nothing. In some cases part of 
the head was frozen and part was not. 
The part that was frozen has only 
chaff, while the part that was not 
frozen has excellent grain. The idea 
held by some people that the straw 
Was damaged was merely an expres- 
sion of panic, There will be very 
little damaged wheat. It is a case of 
all or nothing.

REGULATIONS FOR 
SERVICE IN FORCE! 


Apply to United States Citizens 
of Age Subject to | 
Draft 


The regulations under which United) 
States citizens in Canada are made} 
subject to military service have been) 
published in full in The Bulletin. They | 
are now in force. They only apply to 
those male United States citizens! 
resident in Canada who are within| 
the ages subject to military service in| 
the United States. They do not apply) 
to men who hold exemption from the| 
United States government. Men en-, 
listed in the United States military 
service must prove their enlistment 
to secure exemption from the Can- 
adian service 

Men of United States military age, 
not holding United States exemption | 
must report forthwith by registered 
post to the Canadian registrar for the 
military district in which he resides. 
The person registering must state full! 
details of age, conditions of marriage, | 
parentage and residence, ete. The! 
penalty for failure to report is fine up 
to $500 and imprisonment up to six 
months, with an additional fine of $10 
a day for each day's delay. 

The registrar will send a question- 
naire to each man who registers, 
which he must answer, fully and truly, 
otherwise he becomes subject to im-| 
mediate military service and to im- 
prisonment up to one year. 

Claims for exemption may be made 
at the same time as the answer to the 
questionnaire is being given. 

When a man has registered he is not 
subject to military service until 20 
days after the registrar has posted a 
questionnaire to him, nor so long as 
any claim for exemption made by 
him or on bis behalf is pending, nor 
so long as he holds a certificate of 
exemption granted under authority 
of the regulations, 

United States citizens subject to 
military service, who do not register 
as vequired are subject to imprison 
ment up to five years. 

Registrars may issue certificates of 
exemption without reference to a tri- 
bunal, but such certificates are sub- 
ject to review by an appeal tribunal! 
or the central appeal judge
